Popular etymology explains "Haro” as 
an abbreviation of "H a, Rollo!” thus 
m aking the cry a direct appeal to the 
first Duke of Normandy.

The Most Accurate Machine. 
The w orld's most precise piece of 
machinery is doubtl»*ss the Rowlaml 
dividing engine, owned and operated 
by Johns H opkins university. B alti­ 
more. 
This machine, the invention of 
Professor H enry A Rowland, long the 
head of the physics departm ent in that 
institution, w as devised by him to rule 
diffraction gratings on glass or metal 
for use in the most delicate kind of 
spectroscopic work In the place of the 
glass prism s th a t are commonly used 
to form the si>ectrum by splitting up 
white light Into its component colors 
These gratings consist of five parallel 
lines so close together th at they can 
be separate«! only by a microscope of 
the highest power. 
Accuracy is rneaa- 
ured now adays by the lim it of error 
The Rowland gratings are not perfect 
because perfection is impossible, hut 
their lim it of error is one-millionth of 
an inch, which makes the engine that 
is able to draw them the record hold­ 
er for accuracy.—Literary DigtisL
